taking Catholic rural schools 
America for granted? When realize 
that agriculture still the nation’s basic 
occupation and that the security our 
country well the welfare our 
Church rests the land, must agree 
that those people who engage creative 
work that asks co-operation mind and 
heart well hands, need and deserve 
the best that education can give. There 
more mistaken idea that the notion that 
the man who tills the soil does not need 
and adequate education enable 
him perform the various duties required 
him. 

Catholic rural secondary education, with 
its lack curricular organization and with 
its inadequately trained personnel, presents 
urgent problem American education 
today. However, will not sufficient 
analyze the problem itself, unless con- 
sider the factors and forces contributory 
and basic its solution. One cannot think 
school such without associating with 
and student body. 


Catholic Rural Teachers 


Schools our rural areas must first 
all have Catholic rural teachers the true 
sense the words Catholic and rural, be- 
cause faculty members who would teach 
philosophy urbanism cannot develop 
the interests capacities those who 
should remain the land and lead the 
way the building better rural life. 
The special needs rural population 
must definitely the minds those 
who staff our rural schools.

Since 
the continued strength the Church lies 
the rural areas, and since these areas 
give birth the spirit Catholicity, the 
rural teacher will concentrate her best 
efforts furthering Catholic rural interests. 


Promote Rural Culture 


The cultural values rural living should 
integral part the rural teacher’s 
fund knowledge. Culture implies right 
appraisal values and appreciation 
both material and spiritual good. Con- 
sequently, the teacher must recognize that 
farm labor brings security not found 
mere high wages city jobs, and that 
challenges and stimulates intellgence, re- 
sourcefulness, perseverance, responsibility, 
and spirit resignation and sacrifice, all 
which further the development the 
human personality. the teacher aware 
that perfect family setting and ever 
present opportunity co-operating with 
God are natural rural home situations, she 
will prompted her utmost toward 
bringing rural youth the realization the 
blessings and peace rural living. The 
attitude the teacher will large measure 
determine the attitude the future farmer 
toward the land. 

The major weakness the Catholic rural 
educational system religious 
teachers have seldom had preparation that 
equips them for the rural schools. Unless 
teacher has some familiarity with practical 
agricultural matters, derived from courses 
general agriculture, how can she hope 
win the confidence her students help 
them their rural problems? evident 
that the best teacher helpless when she 
tries teach subject with which she 
not familiar. sympathetic understanding 
rural life problems through the study 
rural sociology basic factor the 
education the rural teacher. Courses 
applied botany, plant pathology, soil chem- 
istry, and physics relating farm 


machinery would decided value 
the science teacher the rural school. The 
teacher English should familiar with 
literary selections that deal with rural set- 
tings and situations. She should also 
familiar with current agricultural, political, 
and economic trends. And the commercial 
teacher should familiar with the prac- 
ticalities bookkeeping rural areas. 


Preparation Teachers 


Since Catholic rural education 
important the eyes the Church, one 
would have right expect that the pro- 
gram studies our Catholic colleges 
would make provision for the preparation 
our rural teachers. According informa- 
tion received from the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, other Catholic col- 
lege university the country spon- 
soring rural teacher training program 
similar the one now offered St. 
Ambrose College Davenport, Iowa. The 
inadequate preparation our Catholic 
rural teachers natural consequence. 
isn’t surprising that Catholic rural second- 
ary schools the country over have been 
found wanting. There are many rural 
teachers who realize the insufficiency 
their preparation and who are only too 
eager supply for this inadequacy. 
those who have the power make such 
educational facilities available, not sense 
the need and something about it, 
the final analysis, who must bear the 
blame the rural teacher? But who should 
something about this? Whose respon- 
sibility it? The Bishops? The presidents 
colleges? the superiors religious 
communities? Unless program Catho- 
lic rural teacher training more widely 
inaugurated, Catholic rural education will 
jeopardized with consequent detri- 
ment souls and the Church.

Curricula Rural Schools 


Curricula the rural high schools are 
generally urbanized and materialized 
that they train youth away from the farm 
rather than for the farm. The subjects that 
must study have little bearing their 
immediate needs. Many high school stu- 
dents sense this situation and drop out. 

Fundamental changes are needed our 
Catholic rural educational program. grant 
that vocational agricultural courses are 
financially prohibitive many Catholic 
schools. However, criticism that can 


rightfully directed against that 
not use the facilities our disposal;

may logically conclude 
program its very nature would 
difficult rural parish setup.

Rural Accounting 


The bookkeeping course, which was in- 
troduced into the diocesan 
schools two years ago, includes unit 
farm accounting that emphasizes the inter- 
pretation farm income tax forms and 
enables students keep books for the 
business farming well for the 
business the urban dweller. 


Rural Biology 


The biology course under the direct 
supervision Msgr. Hauber who makes 
periodic visits St. Mary high school. 
outlines and demonstrates the agri- 
cultural aspects biology and other ma- 
terial particular interest those living 
rural areas. The course aims give 
the students practical rural knowledge and 
greater appreciation their own home 
environment. The course seasonal with 
emphasis local plants, trees, 
sects. Special consideration given the 
recognitnon and control harmful in- 
sects, plant diseases, and weeds. The study 
nitrifying bacteria made connection 
with the study crop rotation and the 


genetics hybrid seed varieties, including 


corn, receives detailed treatment. 
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Rural Chemistry 


Periodicals, such farm journals and 
digests, reveal the place that chemistry 
holds rural life. Soils and are 
only two illustrations. realization 
this fact has led attempt apply 
the material general chemistry course 
agricultural topics. The essential ele- 
ments the soil, together with the con- 
tribution that each element makes plant 
growth, serves basis for soil study. 
practical application the material 
acids, bases, salts, ionization, and hydroly- 
sis made the study acidic and al- 
kali soils. this study, consider the 
nature soil acidity and soil alkalinity, 
their causes, harmful effects, methods 
control, and plant tolerance. Soil testing 
spring and fall regular class procedure. 
The subject commercial fertilizers 
also given emphasis. this topic, 
study the significance and meaning 
fertilizer formulas, recommended fertilizer 
formulas for various crops, and the pro- 
cedures involved home mixing. 


Experimental Plot 


joint project the biology and chem- 
istry classes one-acre experimental plot 
which serves laboratory for testing 
the principles learned the two classes. 
The purpose the project acquaint 
students with modern agricultural proce- 
dures and test the values crop rota- 
tion, seed varieties, and fertilizer formulas. 
The project, planned Dr. Paul Sacco, 
under the direction Rev. Wagner, 
pastor St. Mary’s West Point. The 
plot contains treatments. demon- 
strates the value varying amounts and 
adapted crop plants under local conditions. 

This year, new course farm math- 
ematics being offered. includes the 
teaching agriculture the use arith- 
metic. The course offers practical problems 
special interest rural people, such 
those arising from farm mechanics, com- 
mercial fertilizers, and farm buildings. 


Rural Philosophy 

Rural life philosophy not neglected. 
course rural sociology, that interprets 
rural life terms the papal encyclicals, 
forms the subject matter for the senior 
class. The students learn that 
life not merely another name 
for farm problems farm life, but rather 
directing the religious, moral, social, and 
economic life the rural areas relation 
the needs, occupations, and duties the 
people the urban areas. the part 
played the rural areas the work 
reconstructing the social order. Thus the 
opportunities and role the rural districts 
are given definition and appreciation.

Group singing 
and playing, whether the family 
circle community groups, both pro- 


vide uplifting and unifying influence. 
What has been said good music, may 
also said good literature. The beauty 
and nobility farm life, depicted the 
classic authors their pastoral literature, 
are valuable aids bringing about true 
evaluation rural living. 


Public Speaking 

Speech work, its many forms, highly 
essential for both farm boys and farm girls. 
will enable them express their thoughts 
and formulate their opinions. The inferior- 
ity complex which afflicts many rural 
people and which causes them attribute 
nonexisting merits their urban friends 
partly due their fear self-expression. 
the very nature their occupation, 
rural people think soundly and well. How- 
ever, how frequently farmers voice their 
opinions public gatherings? They must, 
therefore, trained express themselves 
for their own welfare and for the welfare 
the rural people large. 


Extracurricular Activities 


4-H Clubs, though not integral part 
school curriculum, are certainly sup- 
plementary it, and contribute 
small part the furtherance rural 
program the school. Practically every 
subject the school curriculum vital- 
ized the phases work the 4-H Clubs 
sponsor. The assets that are forthcoming 
from the activities this organization can, 
therefore, readily seen. Doesn’t follow 
that every school should lend its full sup- 
port these activities? 


Obstacles Can Removed 


application feasible means the 
end that farming will prove religiously, 
economically, and socially attractive our 
youth has been advocated. conclusion, 
we, rural educators, can one two 
things. can sit back and passively ac- 
cept suggestions such these which have 
been offered, or, can study the problem 
rural education and take definite re- 
medial measures. 

Tradition has maintained certain obsta- 
cles the path our rural youth. There 
has been lack funds. There has been 
lack facilities, and there has been 
significant deficiency teacher preparation 
greatest all, have had 
years indifference, years inertia, 
years education and preparation 
youth for urban environment which this 
convention recognizes having definite 
spiritual, economic, political, 
limitations. 

Meanwhile, our farm youth await edu- 
cational system that will prepare them 
meet the present and future problems 
their environment. How much longer can the 
Catholic Church afford keep them wait- 
ing?

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Hearing Aids for Children?

HALL place wearable hearing aids 

hard hearing children our 
parochial schools? The question raises 
several others; the subject has its rami- 
fications. 

That significant proportion children 
every parochial school the land 
suffer defective hearing well-established 
fact, whether not these children have 
all been identified any one school 
educational system. 

Educators who are alive all the needs 
all the children under their care take 
into account the fact that all are not cut 
from the same pattern, nor endowed with 
the same mental and physical gifts, and 
provide for individual differences that 
are not too marked. 


Give Them Normal Childhood 


Where handicapping hearing defect has 
been found and where adjustment the 
group can made— proper pro- 
visions educator social worker 
justified forcing segregated education 
the child. 

The special day class for more severely 
hard hearing children who must have 
individual attention sound elementary 
education not sacrificed, has its 
place any school system. And where 
such class excludes the language-learn- 
ing congenitally deaf children, there good 
reason for its being. consider here those 
hard hearing children who may 
reached through the ear, who have nor- 
mally acquired speech and sound lan- 
guage background short, children who 
are normal every respect except for 
partial sense loss. 

The Catholic residential school for the 
deaf may, some instances, serve severely 
hard hearing Catholic children where 
school facilities for rehabilitation are avail- 
and where the child definitely 
failing the regular class. 


Hearing Aids Are Valuable 


Careful investigation has shown that ap- 
plication prosthetic appliances will step 
any number children the so-called 
“normal” level. Indistinct outlines form 
and sound give but vague impressions 
the classroom teaching. Misunderstanding 
the part the teacher and failure 
the part the child may have tragic 
consequences. well-fitted pair glasses 
may transform the nearsighted child, gro- 
ping blurred field, into little whirl- 
wind activity. well-fitted hearing aid 
may bring life the shy, lonely child. 
may relax the nervous, overly aggressive 
child. may bring attention the rest- 
less, dreamy child. may salvage many

normal personality, not mention 
adequate education, and happiness. 

The modern electronic hearing aid, small 
and light weight, easily wearable, even 
for small child. This marvel present- 
day engineering, employing tiny vacuum 
tubes and miniature batteries, has its 
power amplify all sound more less 
normal balance, with emphasis the more 
serviceable sound the human voice. In- 
terpretation speech through hearing 
aid, especially the case children whose 
vocabulary the process development 
presupposes some hearing throughout the 
entire range speech sounds. 


Changed World 


The age the onset hearing impair- 
ment will have much with speed 
electronic hearing aid. The longer sound 
has been muffled absent, the longer will 
take the dormant interpretation center 
the brain become active recognizing 
the source and meaning that sound. And 
the longer component speech has been 
from the child’s hearing, the longer 
will take him respond readily what 
hears through newly acquired hearing 
aid. 

will seen then that cannot 
simply put hearing aid hard 
hearing child and now hears! 
not easy all that. must trained 
interpret what hears. And must 
trained the care the aid and the 
manipulation the volume control. Where 
deafness recent origin and the child 
the upper grades, this adjustment 
may accomplished quite speedily. 


The School’s Part 


Even one parochial school special class 
diocese community would provide 
such training and, with it, lessons lip 
reading supplement newly acquired 
hearing.

Where Catholic center for the deaf and 
hard hearing available its facilities 
should constant demand the 
parochial school authorities. 

The general aim toward the normal 
environment during the formative years, 
the environment which the hard hear- 
ing child will live his adult life, earn his 
adult living, and share adult responsi- 
bility for the community welfare. 

The cost the late model hearing aids 
presents formidable problem all schools, 
unless the parents are able provide for 
its purchase and upkeep. rare occasions 
sizable money gifts have purchased hear- 
ing aids for indigent children both public 
and parochial schools. Some civic organi- 
zations have interested themselves this 
cause. 


Use Tact and Kindness 
Difference opinion has prevailed 
the past the wisdom forcing 
hearing aid reluctant, sensitive child. 
Where one may liken this the many 
unpleasant situations that all children must 


eventually learn face, another may claim 
that the child’s entire personality may 


suffer through the unwelcome attention 
and his aid attracts. Many children how- 
ever, take hearing aids with little 
difficulty. 

Dr. Olive tells the hearing 
aid service for children under the direction 
the Division Special Education 
Baltimore. for social acceptance, ac- 
cording Dr. Whilden, 
visited each class which one more 
children were being fitted with hearing 
aids, explaining the aid and its use. After 
one year, ten teachers the regular 
rooms concerned were asked two questions: 
(1) how they felt about having hard 
hearing children wearing hearing aids 
their classes, and (2) how the other children 
felt about these children their classes. 
All ten teachers replied that the children 
wearing hearing aids presented more 
difficulties than children with normal 
hearing. The second question brought out 
the fact that the other children, the 
whole, are sympathetic and helpful and 
that the users hearing aids are accepted 
regular members the class.

Our present question is: Shall the 
parochial schools place hearing aids 
children having handicapped degree 
hearing loss and pronounced doctors 
incurable? Granted that the cost may 
met and that the fitting supervised 
trained technician, would answer, 
Yes. weighing possible passing humili- 
ation the child against adequate ele- 
mentary education the normal world, one 
may consider that proper spiritual train- 
ing will usually carry the child through

All were pleased the sug- 
gestion and, needless say, was Sister.

STUDENT LIBRARY CLUBS 
Sister Caroline, S.S.J.* 


Since the school library aid all 
teachers and all students, follows that all 
the teachers and pupils the school should 
co-operate with the librarian bringing effi- 
cient library service into every unit the 
school program. Library clubs can just 
such union and can geratly aid both the 
librarian and the pupils. 

When library club good working 
order, the members will help the librarian 
improve the library service the school. 
They, turn, will indirectly stimulating 
their own reading interests, promoting 
greater interest among the rest the student 
body, and will also acquire 
resulting from early experiences respon- 
sibility. 

Membership qualification for library club 
should the same for any other school 
activity. Pupils, who desire members, 
should attend the meetings and take part 
the activities. schools considerable 
size may best take four five 
children chosen the teacher from each 
class work for one month appointed 
times the librarian. All the children, how- 
ever, who belong, whether their turn 
not work for that particular month,

elementary school, officers may 
appointed the eighth grade, and the 
secondary school the officers may chosen 
from the senior class. 

Mechanical tasks the library should 
restricted the younger members the 
club elementary school.

Children from 
the fifth sixth grades may taught 
send daily overdues and clipping for the 
pamphlet file. the same time, children 
the seventh and eighth grades can make 
posters and prepare attractive bulletin boards.

These 
requirements are beneficial because they as-

This gives 
students first, second and third year 
high shool something for which look for- 
ward their senior year. They can even 
acquiring the habit from year year 
learning how judge the value bulletin 
boards and posters and better ways ar- 
ranging them. Then when they reach their 
senior year, they will have greater interest 
bulletin boards and poster work.

However, the 
librarian should remember that changing 
tasks too frequently would not likely 
give her the best possible amount assist- 
ance. Furthermore until pupil has mastered 
given situation, would not benefit him 
personally change. child making 
some mistake his particular line duty, 
the librarian might call the attention the 
other club members the fact because they 
may have the opportunity later perform 
the same task. 

Before the meeting the library club 
adjourned, all necessary announcements re- 
lating the club members should made.

Transcription Objectives 
Sister Noreen, 


Shorthand and typewriting are the founda- 
stones stenography; but more than 
these are needed turn those skills into ac- 
ceptable typewritten transcripts. Merely the 
possession several skills, such shorthand, 
typewriting, spelling, and correct English, does 
not produce accurate copy; that comes 
from combination the various skills. Per- 
haps this the answer the question, “What 
transcription?” Some teachers contend that 
transcription entirely new skill, but 
know that certain previous abilities are neces- 
sary order develop the transcription skill 
itself. other words, the more time spend 
the development the separate skills, the 
better will the results when the student 
combines these skills. 

Pretranscription training should given 
the course; this case may done 
longhand because the student not yet 
skilled typist. Transcription would seem 
the joint responsibility both the shorthand 
and the typewriting teacher, but formal tran- 
scription rightfully belongs the shorthand 
teacher. Shorthand, typewriting, and English 
should integrated into co-ordinated activi- 
produce accurate and intelligent tran- 
scriptions. After all, the ultimate purpose 
shorthand the transcript. 

the past, teachers have spent too much 
time teaching the. disjoined prefixes; better 
plan, when our students are well along the 
theory, spend more time transcribing. 
should keep mind that businessmen 
dictate letters, not lists words. Recently, 
many these difficult prefixes and suffixes 
have been omitted favor the longer, but 
clearer, outlines. This will enable cover 
the theory one semester, thus leaving more 
time for dictation and transcription. 
should not teach too much time, but 
strive keep our work within the compre- 
hension the students. must bear mind 
when teaching transcription, that our students 
not only have learn skill, but eventually 
they must mail it, and these letters are the 
company’s message the public. The purpose 
dictation and transcription, then, 
present together teaching situation, all 
the elements which are essential produce 
perfect transcript. 


Aim for the Perfect Least the 
Mailable Letter the First Writing 


Our first objective the most fundamental 
one—the efficient production mailable 
letters. mailable letter one which usable 
according business standards; should have 
balanced arrangement, correct punctuation, and 
correct paragraphs, and neat and free from 
smudges. The importance the mailable letter 


should introduced early the transcription 
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course; fact, soon the students begin 
the study shorthand. Students should strive 
transcribe the exact words the dictator, 
remembering, however, that mailable letter 
acceptable, unmailable one not. 
should dictate slowly enough the beginning, 
that even the poorest student can get every 
word; order transcribe it, must get 
every word, for cannot transcribe what 
does not have. Again, must have mastered 
the elementary principles typewriting, and 
have reached the point which can type 
common words automatically. Some would 
place this the end the first semester 
typewriting, others after full year’s work. 
The students may not called upon 
transcribe letters until they have thorough 
knowledge the setup letters studied 
the typewriting class. save time, some 
teachers have their students omit the address, 
omit the carbon copies, and are not too par- 
ticular about the margins. This not training 
the students meet business standards; busi- 
ness wants the mailable letter; our school 
standards must meet the on-the-job require- 
ments. 

hear great deal about job analysis, 
but little has been done with regard using 
this for determining stenographic training 
content. issue certificates our students 
who complete transcript with per cent 
accuracy, but would not business reject 
transcript which only per cent accurate? 
consider shorthand and typewriting 
the main tools production our depart- 
ment, let teach our students use them 
effectively. 

insure the production mailable letters, 
students should taught how proofread, 
how erase and make corrections, how 
use carbon paper, and make final check 
the minor there en- 
closures, what type envelope should 
used, etc. 

Since our aim secure mailable letter 
the first writing, must insist that all 
letters proofread before they are taken 
from the machine. Teach the students 


“skim” for errors. Has the letter date, 


inside address; the margin fairly even; 
the form consistent throughout (some students 
start with the indented form, but finish the 
letter the block form); other words, the 
students glance must know whether the 
letter set correctly and whether the gen- 
eral appearance acceptable. 

Next, they must check for typing errors, 
first word for word, and sometimes even 
letter for letter; they must check all figures 
and quotations. Often students are concerned 
with the manipulation the various parts 
the machine, they pay little attention 
the keys struck, often making errors which 


they are not conscious. For best results, proof- 
reading should done for one thing 
time, later, the students will check for 
errors punctuation, division words, and 
thought. All this done, course, while the 
paper still the machine, this saves 
time aligning the material once has been 
removed. 

The next point emphasized erasing 
and making corrections. The ability make 
erasure skillfully and efficiently art 
which must not only taught, but which 
reached. Perhaps the classroom, our erasures 
are not very satisfactory, but this may 
caused the poor stationery used. well 
worth while furnish some good bond paper 
that students may have little practice 
making erasures typical office paper. 
should teach our students how select 
good eraser, how run the carriage out 
the end, that erasure dust may fall into 
the type basket. Exercises may presented 
from time time which students will make 
simple one-letter changes the beginning 
the words, then the end, then the middle; 
then substitute entire word the same 
length, then longer word (teach crowding) 
then shorter word (teach spreading). 

least once week, students should 
given the opportunity make several carbons 
for their transcripts. This again gives practice 
erasing. must teach them how erase 
the original and the several carbons; 
using pencil eraser the carbon copy and 
typewriter eraser the original. Teach 
them use blotter small piece 
isinglass front the carbon paper, and 
clip the ends the carbon paper allow 
for quick separation the pages. 

Enclosures and other notations should 
given attention, often the phrase “we are 
enclosing” used letter, but notation 
not made the end, and the material 
mentioned not sent the letter. 

Teach them the proper selection en- 
velopes; ordinarily the number size 
used, but for letters having enclosures, the 
number considered better. 

Perhaps group and individual analysis 
unmailable letters should made determine 
what would make them mailable. should 
emphasize the point that time wasted when 
students stop frequently erase. The “Talent 
Teasers” and the “World’s Worst Transcript” 
and similar exercises will help them detect 
errors. 


Maintain Speed Shorthand and 

Typewriting While Transcribing 

Now our aim produce mailable letters 
the same speed obtained straight copy 
work the typewriting class. Employers, 
during interview with prospective em- 
ployee, often wish know the number 
words minute typist able type; later, 
these employers learn that the typist unable 
maintain this same speed rate when business 
letters are substituted for straight copy work. 
will lower, but just how much lower may 
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and still meet business standards 
debated question. Some teachers tell that 
the transcription rate should high 
per cent the straight copy rate; others 
would lower far per cent. Many 
factors must considered when speak 
speed the transcription class, one very 
important one which the ability read 
shorthand notes rapidly and accurately. One 
who has accomplished this point should have 
difficulty when transcribing, transcription 
deferred until the student has developed 
reasonable mastery the typewriter, with 
copying rate approximately words 
minute. 

Some hold that students should transcribe 
letters period that longer than 
twice the length the time spent dictating; 
but some businessmen dictate words 
minute and others 150 words minute, 
some stenographers would have transcribe 
times faster than others. Business has not 
set rate standards for letter transcription. 
Business seems have left the school 
authorities set the standards, but business 
always satisfied with these standards? the 
school set the standards, many things 
must rate dictation, 
the character the material dictated, the 
transcription facilities, whether not the 
material was new had been previously 
studied, and was the transcription from short- 
hand plates, from students’ notes taken 
dictation, and the length time allowed for 
the transcription. 

During the late war, government officials 
said that the men transcribed words, not 
sentences, making their transcription rates 
very low; suggested that the students 
able reach reading rate 100 words 
minute before they begin transcribe from 
their own notes. The transcription rates 
these same men were retarded because they 
hesitated over the rules grammar; some 
the others did not know government procedure, 
which brings the point using good 
style manual. might well for teachers 
have these the classroom, either purchasing 
them from booksellers, or, better still, making 
their own. These would contain directions 
followed setting letters different 
lengths, simple rules for spelling, division 
words, punctuation, etc. copy for each 
student’s desk would ideal. 

There seems tendency the part 
many students let the typewriting rate 
slow down when they are transcribing, they 
give all their attention reading the shorthand 
outlines, and spend much time deciding the 
correct spelling and punctuation, they spend 
much time erasing, they may not use the 
laborsaving devices the typewriter. Speed 
devices and various short cuts may used 
the typewriting class order help build 
speed the transcription class 
ing the carriage quickly, making use the 
devices the machine save time, back- 
feeding, chain-feeding envelopes and file cards; 
setting letter, have the students twirl 
down spaces instead using the carriage 
return lever. During routine work the type- 
writing class, the alert teacher watches see 
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that her students maintain the correct posture 
and position the machine, that her students 
make incorrect reaches, faulty shifting. 
Many times the rate the students’ transcrip- 
tion speed depends the quality and quantity 
their training the typewriting class. 

Until recently, business executives placed 
much emphasis pleasing personality 
one the requisites for stenographer; 
this has changed, that now they emphasize 
technical skills. Some stenographers were found 
have very pleasing personalities, but were 
unable meet the initial requirements the 
companies. What were some these require- 
ments? The American Airlines New York 
placed their dictation rate 100 words 
minute, and their typewriting rate 
words minute. Many applicants measured 
these figures, but when actual transcrip- 
tion was done, these same stenographers had 
rate from words minute, taking 
ordinary length. The Standard Oil Company 
gives dictation 100 words minute, and 
requires straight copy rate words 
minute; many applicants for positions here 
could fill this requirement, but they failed the 
test transcription because the company re- 
quires minimum transcription speed 
words minute. Now what should 
require our transcription class? should 
dictate letters, hope for and insist 
being transcribed 30-minute period. 
This would hold whether not student 
taking dictation 60, 80, 100 words 
minute, because his shorthand speed in- 
creases, too should his typing speed in- 
crease. must remember, course, that 
speed dictation less important than the 
accuracy the transcript; but the “slow 
but sure” not desired either. the purpose 
the transcription course the production 
mailable letters that the businessmen will 
proud send out representing their 
company, should try establish new habits 
instead being satisfied with those may 
now using, and which may not good 
enough; should accept nothing but mailable 
letters from the start. 


Handle Properly the Materials and 

Supplies 

The Gilbreths have contributed much 
industrial management their time and 
motion studies, but the application these 
principles office work has only recently 
come into use.

20,000 Words which gives the correct spelling 
and syllabication commonly used words. 
Finished work should placed the right, 
away from the machine. Teach students 
use both hands. Many tasks may performed 
simultaneously; demonstrate this point 
them, and let them practice few times 
students’ desks are equipped with 
should teach them the most convenient 
arrangement materials these drawers. 

Several other factors are important 
are get the maximum amount work done. 
Desks and chairs should adjusted the 
individual student’s need; ventilation 
lighting should adequate; space should 
supplied for students’ folders. All materials 
needed for assignment should assembled 
beforehand; these would include 
carbon, envelopes, etc. possible, students 
should acquainted with the several office 
gadgets encountered business, such 
clips, postal scales, files various kinds, 
in-and-out trays, staplers, typewriter cleaning 
supplies, etc. Teach the students place 
rubber band their notebooks keep 
place, and date their “take” the bottom 
the page, and cancel their notes onc 
they are transcribed. 


Correct Placement and Arrangement

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these deficiencies are found many 
cases, can understand why transcription 
rates tend low. Evidently many questions 
enter the minds the transcribers they 
strive decipher their outlines, think the 
proper setup for the letter, concentrate their 
typing, and the same time wonder how 
spell “accessible” with ible able, whether 
write 6th Avenue Sixth Avenue, when 
“setup” one word and when com- 
pound. These points need reviewed 
frequently. 

thorough mastery words essential; 
and word mastered when student can 
write shorthand, can read back, can 
type the word from the shorthand, spell 
correctly, and divide necessary.

The transcription class may present new 
difficulties even students who well 
English classes, they have many other 
things their minds the transcription class.

This error may due their not proof- 
reading, carelessness reading the short- 
hand notes. must give the students many 
opportunities possible improve their work 
English.

businessman does not expect his secretary 
know everything; but has right 
expect her know where find the facts 
she needs; the secretary must acquainted 
with the various sources business informa- 
tion.

good style manual most useful thing 
the transcription room; would recommend 
one for every secretary’s desk. 
cannot carry all information his head about 
the use figures, the abbreviations used 
business. 

should acquaint the students with di- 
rectories various kinds; possible 
procure copy last year’s city directory, 
which will very well serve our purpose. Stu- 
dents may get accustomed looking the 
needed information, especially the classified 


section. Various business directories would also 
helpful. Other books information which 
are useful this class are: Dun Bradstreet 
credit rating.book, the postal guide, and other 
catalogues for different types business. 


Handle Effectively the Various Types 


Taking dictation office may quite 
different from that the classroom, where 
the material dictated carefully planned 
content, length, and speed; the student, too, 
familiar with the voice the teacher. The 
businessman not always considerate 
the stenographer, her limitations with 
regard endurance speed. Often business- 
men not dictate complete sentences; but the 
stenographer must sure that she types com- 
plete sentences. ‘The experienced stenographer 
will well enough acquainted with her em- 
ployer know how much liberty she may take 
with regard changing his dictation. Often 
the dictator wants the material transcribed 
verbatim; this brings the question the 
grammatical errors which may have made. 
Should stenographers ask what meant, 
should they simply make the corrections 
themselves? must consider these points 
the classroom. 

Students should given training tran- 
scription from cold notes, or, once while, 
they may transcribe each other’s notes. Occa- 
sionally the teacher should interrupt, stop for 
corrections, dictate slowly, then greater 
speed. These are typical office situations. Again, 
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may dictate directly the machine instead 
the notebook. This will prepare the students 
for the time when businessman will hurry 
into the office dictate letter which 
wants sign immediately. Students should 
strive remain composed amid the hurry and 
confusion.
